.A. new reservoir is something that 


Lowell will have to acquire in'the not 
far distant future and something that 
Lowell ought to have now. according 
to the opinion of water board mem- 
bers and others. 
. Although .this question has 
never 


been called to the attention of the city 
government' It la ah old one in the 
history of the board. The late August 
Fels was strongly in favor of a new 
reservoir and he believed that it was 
badly needed in his day. 


Arguments In favor of a now reser- 


voir, the cost of which would probably 
reach $100,000. include cleanliness and 
health as well as power. 


The low service reservoir in Beacon 


street has not been cleaned since 1SS5, 
but there is no great cause for alarm 
on that account. It is impossible to 
clean it because there is no secondaiy 
or auxiliary reservoir. Lowell's water 
has remained clear and pure all these 
years . because of the fact that it is 
drawn from the top of the reservoir 
and all sediment, of course, goes to the 
bottom. But the fact remains that if 
it became absolutely necessary to clean 
the reservoir, the city would 
be 
In 


somewhat of a quandary. 


The 
Beacon 
street reservoir holds 


30,000,000 gallons of water, but Is too 
low to give the required pressure for 
fire service in the Highlands. The new 
reservoir, as talked of for years by th* 
water board, would be built on the. 
lanrt of the Beacon street reservoir anil 
would bo 25 feet higher than the pres- 
ent low service reservoir. That would 
add the necessary extra pressure for 
the Highlands. The reservoir 
would 


be built of reinforced concrete 
with 


two compartments and a capacity of 
10,000,000 e'allons. 5,000,000 gallons to 
each compartment. 
The reservoir, un- 


like the old reservoir, would be covered 
to protect it from the sunlight as it is 
believed that the .sun has a tendency 
to produce vegetable growth,- 


The philosophy of two compartments 


in the one reservoir is quite simple ami 
makes for cleanliness. 
One side can 


keep on working while the other is be- 
ing cleaned out. 
This is an operation 


thnt could take place once a week if 
necessary and when both 
sides 
were 


working the old 
reservoir 
could 
be 


drawn off, cleaned 'and repaired, • 


Lowell has a high service reservoir 


at the head of Tenth street. This res- 
ervoir has a capacity of 1,500,000 gal- 
lons and Is 72 feet higher thoJi the low 
service reservoir. This reservoir sup- 
plies the heights of. Centralville, about 
300 families in all. 


The complaint of insufficient pres- 


sure In the Highlands is of long stand- 
ing and the Highlanders have 
been 


told that the only way out of it is to 
builds a new low service reservoir, 25 
feet higher-than the present reservoir. 
That would give the needed increase 
of pressure. 


If the city government should take 


kindly to the new reservoir proposition 
it would mean another loan in addition 
to the S65.000 which will he forthcom- 
ing for the new pump as recommended 
by the committee on 
appropriations 


last night. There is one consolation, 
however, in 
water department im- 


provements and it is contained in the 
fact that the department

APPLE CULTURE NEGLECTED. 


The Boston chamber of commerce recently appointed a committee on 


agriculture, the first duty of which was to .show the New England farmer 
how to make more money from the laud 
he tills. The 
committee 
has 


reported upon the single item of apples, showing thnt by a better method 
of cultivation tho product may be greatly increased. The commit tec is of 
the opinion that not only the home market of New England may be supplied 
but also to a great extent the demand of the export market! 


Different' methods of culture and spraying must be adopted to secure 


the best results. 
There is here in this single crop in the opinion of the 


committee a great .source of wcnlth that is largely neglected. The crop, it 
is time, is rather precarious, being subject to 
pests 
and 
occasionally 


rendered very light by unfavorable weather. But averaging one year with 
another the commi[|.cc finds that the profits from apple culture arc well 
. worth .seeking and that the apple crop has been sadly neglected in the past. 


There is a demand from 'Vermont, where more attention ia paid to the 


apple crop than in this state, that the packing' of apples be regulated by 
law subject to inspection that will protect both seller and buyer. At present 
the purchaser has to take great risks in largo orders owing to the lack of 
definite rules as to the classification of apples in point of quality and value. 


If the state would offer some encouragement in 
this 
direction 
the 


apple production might soon be doubled. While some of the speakers at the 
Grange meetings have touched upon this they have seldom impressed upon 
the" farmers the great possibilities of scientific apple culture right, here in 
Massachusetts. There is a. great deal of waste land that might easily be 
used for apple orchards nt a comparatively light expense.

Man Dashed Through 


Window at Station 


Considerable excitement was cause: 


at tho police, station about ten o'clock 


f morning when a young man, whi 


Is suffering from a temporary aberra 
tlon of mind and was undergoing ex 
amlnation 
In 
the.. emergency room 


was seized with the hallucination tha 
he .was about to ba elaptrocuted, anc 
attempted to make his* escape; 
The 


windows in the room are screened on 
the inside with heavy, wire, but 
the 


young man, wh&- suddenly became in- 
furiated, tore one of the screens dowi 
as if it was so much paper. 
He then 


made a drive and 
was 
halt 
wa> 


through the window when his grand- 
father, who was in. the room with him 
grabbed him.and succeeded in holding 
on to him until a number of police offi- 
cers rushed to his assistance. 


The young man, who belongs to a 


very respectable family, 
had 
been 


drinking of late and for the past fev 
days he had acted very strangely.

relatives thought it ""advisable to have 
him examined as to his sanity and 
early this morning he was brought to 
the police station and placed in one o' 
the detention rooms.

So serious did the status of the bill 


become late yesterday that the presi- 
dent himself, at Pittsburg, was advised 
of the situation over the long distance 
telephone by Sen. Aldrich. 


Despairing of putting the bill through 
the senate in the form in which it,was

been called5 to the attention of the city 
government it is an old one in the 
history of ;the board. The late August 
Fels was ^strongly in favor of a new 
reservoir and he believed that it was 
badly needed'in his day. 
-.1 


Arguments In favor of a new reser- 


voir/ the cost of which; would probably 
reach.'$100,900, include'cleanliness and 
health as well as power. 


The low service reservoir in Beacon 
street has not been cleaned since 1885, 
but there is no great cause for alarm 
on that account. It is' impossible to 
clean it'because there is no secondary 
or auxiliary reservoir. Lowell's water 
has remained clear and pure all these 
years because of the fact that it is 
irawn from the top. of the reservoir 
and all sediment, of course, goes to the 
bottom. But the fact remains that if 
it became absolutely necessary to clean 
the reservoir, the city would 
be 
in 


somewhat of. a quandary. 


The Beacon 
street reservoir holds 


30,000,000'gallons of water, but is too 
low to give the required pressure for 
fire service in the Highlands. The new 
reservoir, as talked of for years by thft 
water board, would be built on the 
land of the Beacon street reservoir and 
would be 25 feet higher t'h&n the pres- 
ent low service reservoir. That would, 
add. the necessary extra pressure for 
the Highlands. Tho reservoir would 
be built of reinforced concrete, with 
two compartments and a capacity .of 
10,000,000 gallons, 5,000,000 gallons to 
each compartment. The reservoir, un- 
like the old reservoir, would bo covered 
to protect it from the sunlight as It is 
believed that the sun has a tendency 
to produce vegetable growth. 


Tlie philosophy of two compartments 


in the. one reservoir is quite simple and 
makes -for cleanliness. 
One side can 


keep on working while the other is be- 
ing cleaned out. This is an operation 
that could take place once a week If 
necessary find when both sides were 
working the old reservoir 
could be 


drawn off, cleaned and repaired. 


Lowell has a high service reservoir 


at the head of Tenth street. This res- 
ervoir has a capacity o£ 1,500,000 gal- 
lons and Is 72 feet higher than the low 
service reservoir. This reservoir sup- 
plies the heights of Centralville, about 
300 families in all. 
The complaint of insufficient pres- 


sure in the Highlands Is of long stand- 
ing and the. Highlanders have 
been 


told that the only way out of. it is to 
build a new low service reservoir, £5 
feo.t higher than tho present reservoir. 
That would give the needed increase 
of pressure. : 


If the city government should take 


kindly to the new reservoir proposition 
it would mean another loan in addition 
to the $65,000 which will be forthcom- 
ing for the new pump as recommended 
by the committee on 
appropriations

however, in 
water department Im- 


provements and It is contained in the 
fact that the department

At that time five well known 
men were arrested and they are now 
under bonds awaiting action by the 
grand Jury. 


The charges against the two men ar- 
rested last night are more serious in 
character and are punishable only by 
state prison sentences, if guilt is prov- 
en. • The men are Everett 
Butler- 
worth, 23 years old, employed by How- 
ard Bros, on Vine street, and Isaac 
Winneman, a Park street shoemaker 
and" repairer, aged 
31 < years. 
The 


charge against Winneman is preferred 
by Florence Karaltis, IB years old, nnd 
both she and Kathorine Reardon, also 
IB years old, made serious 
charges 
against Butterworth. 


The police in both cases unearthed 
i appalling story and the girls were 


brought before Chief Matthews, who 
secured warrants- for both men as a 
result of the story the girls told him 
under sharp questioning. 


Another girl who was connected with 


Lhe first case last fall is to be brought 
:o the city from the Lancaster school 
for girls to testify against the two men 
and a continuance, of the case will be 
asked. Both the Karains and Reardon 


Mlrls are said to have thrown addition- 
al light upon the cases of the five men 
arrested last fall, it is alleged the 
former will soon become a mother.

ticularly baseball and football. 
The universities should lessen the. danger 


of such sports and taboo all dishonorable tactics by which 
games 
are 


unfairly won. 
It is quite likely that improvements of 
some 
kind 
will 


eventually be adopted to eliminate not only the dangerous but also the dis- 
agreeable features of college athletics. Another thing to be eliminated is 
the growing tendency to give more attention to athletics than to the regular 
college studies. The cases arc becoming numerous in which the graduates 
leave college with a very imperfect kn6wledge of many important branches 
on which they are supposed to be well drilled. All the students want seems 
to be the degree, and if they cnn secure it without study a majority of them 
seem only too willing to do it. The result is a lowering of the standard of 


. proficiency among the students and graduates. 


The only remedy for this state of affairs is that the universities slial 


insist upon thorough work before conferring their degrees. 


APPLE CULTURE NEGLECTED. 


The Boston chamber of commerce recently appointed a committee on 


agriculture, the first duty of which was to show the New England farmer 
how to make more money from the land he tills. The committee 
has 


reported upon the single item of apples, showing that by a better method 
of cultivation the product may be greatly increased. The committee is of 
the'opinidn that not only the home market of New England may be supplied 
but also (o n great extent the demand of tbc export, market. 


Different methods of culture and spraying must be adopted to secure 


the best results. 
There is here in this single crop in the opinion of the 


committee a grent source of wealth thnt is largely neglected. 
The crop, it 


is true, is rather precarious, being subject to pests 
and 
occasionally 


rendered very light by unfavorable weather. But averaging one year with 
another the committee (finds that the profits from apple culture are well 
worth seeking and that the apple crop has been sadly neglected in the -past. 


There is n demand from Vermont, where more attention is paid to the 


apple crop than in this state, that the packing of apples be regulated by 
law subject to inspection that will protect both seller nnd buyer. At present 
the purchaser has to take great, risks in large orders owing to the lack of 
definite rules as to the classification of apples in point of quality nnd value. 


If the state would offer some encouragement in this 
direction 
the 


apple production might soon be doubled. 'While some of the speakers at the 
Grange meetings have touched upon this they have seldom impressed upon 
the farmers the great possibilities of scientific apple culture riubt here in 
Massachusetts. There is n great deal of- waste land that might easily be 
used for apple orchards nt a comparatively light expense.

gathering in their village of a throng 
which will reach tiiis year, according 
to good estimates, a total of 250,000 or 
300,000. 
With the spread throughout 


the world of knowledge of the splendor 
of the performances more and more 
persons have been 
moved to visit 


Oberammergau at the close of each 
decade and witness the play. 
The 


prices o£ lodgings and tho cost of ad- 
mission to the play have .mounted in. 
corresponding ratio. The price of ad- 
mission to the best seats has been 
fixed at 10 marks ($2.00). But the ten 
marks price does not include the cost 
of lodging or food. Every opportunity 
is taken to make the visitors con- 
tribute liberally toward the income of 
the villagers, and literally nothing is 
free. Full scope is allowed toythe sou- 
venir hunter to indulge his or her 
bent. As wood carving Is the principal 
industry of Oberammergau specimens 
of the work of the .villagers, offered 


for sale' at very good prices, abound. 


But in all fairness it should be,said 


that the primary basis of the Passion 
play performances is reverential-and 
not mercenary. 
The men and women 


who play the parts of the characters 
of the Old and New Testaments are'Ihe 
descendants of many generations of 
villagers who have staged the Passion 
play since 1C34 as a thank offering to 
the Almighty for the deliverance- of 
their 
forefathers 
from 
the plague. 


Since that time the play has been pre- 
sented .once in-every decade.. There 
have been very few Interruptions in 
the long series. 
Probably the most 


notable of the breaks was that .In.1870, 
the year of the opening, of the Franco- 
Prussian 
wrar, 
in 
which Bavarian 


troops bore a prominent part. 


In the Passion play tho Oberammer- 


gauans are only fulfilling a solemn vow 
by presenting, in all reverence and re- 
ligious enthusiasm, dramatic pictures 
of incidents in the life of Christ. 
If 


the world has learned-about this most 


famous of all Passion plays and • has 
evinced a willingness to flock to Ober- 
amrrtergau In j ever increasing num- 
bers and" to pay for witnessing the per- 
formances the villagers can hardly bo 
blamed fbr.'asking them to contribute 
to .the cost of staging them. . This cost 
Is "very high: 
The immense open air 


auditorium faces what is said to bo 
the largest "'stage in the world. 
The 


theater must be reconstructed at 
tervals and : must-be redecorated and 
equipped anew every ten years. The 
costumes . worn by the 600 actors In 
the splendid, religious drama are made 
in' triplicate. 
The materials are du- 


rable and. costly, in order to withstand 
the .wear caused by'the elements, for 
the stage .is not rooted over, and the 
performances are given in, the open 
air without, regard1 to : tho weather. 
Many times the thunderstorms that 
ars frequent in tho Bavarian moun- 
tains in summer have deluged the play 
and' the players and -have ruined" the 
costumes. The "scenes when thunder- 
storms lent dramatic effect to the cli- 
maxes in ' the representation 
of the 


greatest drama of all time have been 
thrilling in the extreme. 
Crucifixion In a Thunderstorm.\ 


At one performance, in 1900, at about 


3 o'clock, just as the croaks on which 
Christ had already been 'placed was 
raised into a perpendicular position, 
a terrific thunderstorm broke. 
The 


cross and. its . burden, standing out 
vividly against the dark background 
of the mountains encircling Oberam- 
mergau, were-outlined still more clearly 
by the flashes of lightning. 
The effect 


on the audience was awe inspiring. 
The purple .colored clouds and the 
sudden alternations of light and dark, 
with the.crashing .of thunder, made so 


at an impression on the spectators, 


especially among the women, that sev- 
eral of the latter fainted. 
Applause 


during the play is, of course, forbid- 
den, and it Is especially requested that 
the audience refrain from any demon- 
stration when the performances close. 


It must'.be borne in mind also that 


it is a long time between performances 
of the Passion play at Ohcrammergau. 
As' one villager naively and somewhat 


plaintively expressed it: 
"It "Is not 


with us as it was in tho old days in 
Egypt, when the people had seven fat 
years and seven lean years. Here wo 
have only one fat year and nine lean 
years." 
Anton Lang Will Play Christ Again. 


The man who will play the. Christ at 


the coming, performances' is Anton 
Lang, who acted the same role tpn 
years ago. Ho is a stove -repairer and 
potter by trade and is thirty-five years 
old, 
two years older than the age

To appear as the Christ In the.Pas- 


sion play is to attain the summit .of 
human glory in tho eyes of the Ober- 
ammergauans.

pay him a reverence that testifies to 
their genuine religious fervor.

Senate Leaders Agree That It 


acrificed 


WASHINGTON,

At the close o£ a protracted confer- 


ence of leading "regular" republican 
senators last night, it was apparent 
that' the revolt of the senate "Insur- 
gents" had been virtually successful, 
and that the sections of the bill rela- 
tive to traffic agreements and mer- 
gers, which Sen: Cummins and 
other

amend will be abandoned. 


Practically nothing distinctive of the 


original bill will remain, save the sec- 
tions providing for the creation of a 
court of 'commerce. Even .that 
has 


iad a perilous time In tl\e house and 
nobody last night was 
prepared - -to 


guarantee that it will be enacted. 


In fact the differences between 
the 


;ena.to and house are so great thnt, in 
'lew of the radical action decided upon 
by senate leaders last night, it 'would 
surprise nobody if the entire bill failed 
In conference. . 
' 


So serious did the status of the bill 


become late yesterday that the presi- 
dent himself, at Pittsburgh, was advised 
of the situation over the long distance 
:elephone by Sen. Aldrich. 


Despairing ot putting the bill through 


:he senate In the form In 'which It wnsr 
•eported from the committee on inter- 
state commerce, 
the 
leaders in this 


inference decided last night to elimi- 
nate section 7, which' the "Insurgents" 
claim practically would have repealed 
'.he Sherman anti-trust law by permlt-

desired control outright. 


Upon the "Insurgents" the adrninls- 


ration will endeavor to place the re- 
ponslWlity for the failure of the Taft 
allroad legislation. To Sen. Aldrich 
uver the telephone Mr. Taft is said to 
lave expressed himself emphatically to 
his effect: That he Initiated the meas- 
ire and. advocated It throughout the 
ountry in the form in which it 
was 


eported to the senate and if a com- 
'Inatlon of "insurgents" and'democrats 
endered it impossible for the republi- 
an majority to enact the bill he felt 
hat the administration should be re- 
ieved of responsibility for its defeat, 
rle placed the entire matter In 
the 


ands of Sen. Aldrich and his republl- 
an associate's who were then in con- 
erence. 


Although admittedly stopped from 


lassing the bill in the form in -which 
hey wish, the administration at once 
egan forming plans by which to take 
way from the "Insurgent" republicans 
ie chance of claiming a clean cut vic- 
ory. They even wore nn air of jubi- 
ition last night over the prospect of 
utting the "Insurgents" to rout on 


pending Cummins amendment to 


he traffic agreements which will 
ho 


the first matter voted upon when tho 
bill is again taken up, probably today. 


As the pending Cummins amendment 


is offered as a substitute for the El- 
klns-Crawford provision.no motion can 
sidetrack this provision; 
it must be 


disposed of before any other steps can 
be taken That is where the adminis- 
tration senators believe they have the 
whip .hand of their opponents. The re- 
publican leaders discovered that there 
were certain members who preferred 
the .Cummins amendment to the El- 
kins-Crawforcl amendment but

opposed to the entire traffic agreement

If the administration 
senators

correct'lri the poll they have -taken, the 
Cummins amendment would be lost by 
the narrow margin of one or two votes, 


j for .which victory the administration 
I agrees to pay the price of striking out 
the whole section. 


.Not only must they strike out this 


section, but it Is agreed that section 12 
must he abandoned also! It is not cer- 
tain that even, sections 13, 14 and 15, 
which provide for federal 'regulation 
of the issuance of securities of rail- 
roads, can be saved. The 
agreement 


reported yesterday, does not. however, 
cover these sections. 


All was not harmony at the confer- 


ence of the senate leaders. Sen. Flint 
.was unwilling that section 7 should be 
stricken out of the bill. But he was 
unalterably opposed to giving the rail- 
roads full power to raise rates without 
the approval of the commission and 
ho made it clear that as between the 
two propositions on a final vote 
he 


would act against his associates and 
support the Cummins rather than the 
Elkins-Crawford amendment. 


Mr. Flint eventually withdrew from 


the conference. 


Several senators were 
asked 
last 


night to what they attributed 
their 


failure to get enough votes to adopt 
the Blkins-Cra\vford amendment. They 
were almost unanimous in the expres- 
sion that It could be charged dlreutly 
to the fear that if rates were raised 
by the railroads the people would say 
law In its application to railroads was 
the repeal of the Sherman anti-trust 
responsible. Unquestionably the pos- 
sible political effect of the adoption of 
that section frightened away some of 
the early supporters of the provision.

chapter in the story of the wholesale 
degradation of young girls in Wor- 
cester was started 
yesterday 
when

caused the arrest of two men oh seri- 
ous charges preferred by two IB-year- 
old girls who were under police sur- 
veillance at the time of the first s.tory 
last fall. At that time five well known 
men were arrested and they arc now 
under bonds awaiting action by -the 
grand jury. 


The charges against the two men ar- 


rested last night are more serious in 
character and are punishable only by 
state prison sentences, if guilt is prov- 
en. 
The men are Everett 
Butter- 


worth, 23 years old, employed by How- 
ard Bros, on Vine street, and Isaac 
Winneman, a Park street shoemaker 
and repairer, aged 
31 
years.

charge against Winneman is preferred 
by Florence Karalus, IB years old, and 
both she and Katharine Reardon, also 
15 'years old,. made serious 
charges 
against Butterworth. 


Tho police-, in both cases imeartbed 


an appalling story and the girls were 
brought before. Chief Matthews, 'who 
secured warrants .for both men as a, 
result of the story the girls told him 
under sharp questioning. 


Another girl who was connected with 
the first case last fall is to be brought 
to the city from the Lancaster school 
for girls to testify against the two men 
and a continuance of the case will be 
asked.

For many years all freight from/the 


northeastern section of New England 
for western points was forwarded by 
way of Boston. the.B. & M. taking care 
of the charges up to Boston arid tho 
teaming charge from one station to 
the other. This gave the patrons good 
service for a while as Boston loaded 
straight packagt 
cars 
for all ' tho 


principal cities in the west which -were 
moved on express 'freights. 
But after 


a while Boston got badly congested 
and much delay was occasioned 
by 


truckmen 
in 
transferring shipments 


from one station to the other. 
This 


condition has gradually been growing 
worse, and the railroad has taken ac- 
tion toward a relief and selected Salem 
as a place to furnish It. 
For the past three years the railroad 


has been engaged in filling In the old 
mill-pond until yesterday only a small 
section remained. This spot 
Is 
the 


basis of location of new freight yards. 
The station at the present time has 
track room for over 1000 cars and em- 
ploys 12 shifting engines iand 
crews, 


which handle on an average 700 cnrs 
which are set off by some 40 freights 
which enter and leave dally.

pounds of freight received for Salem 
merchants. 
The station also handled

fifty cars at one time. In the sheds 
there are about thirty laborers

The freight 
shed is to be increased 100 feet in a 
few days, which will give

APPLE CULTURE NEGLECTED. 


The Boston chamber of commerce recently appointed a committee on 


agriculture, the first duty of which was to nhow-ilie New Kngland farmer 
how to make more money from the land 
ha tills. 
The 
committee 
has 


reported upon tlie single item oC apples, showing that by a better method 
of cultivation the product may be greatly increased. The committee is of 
the opinion that not only the home marllcl of New England.may be supplied 
but also to ii great extent the demand of the export market. 


Different methods of culture and spraying must be adopted to secure 


the best results. 
There is here in this single crop in. the opinion of the 


committee a great source of wealth that is largely neglected. The crop, it 
is true, is rather precarious, being subject to 
pests 
and 
occasionally 


rendered very light by unfavorable weather. 
But averaging one year with 


another the committee .finds that the profits from apple culture are well 
worth seeking and that the apple crop has been sadly neglected in the past. 


There is a demand from Vermont, where more attention is paid to the 


apple crop than in this state, that the packing of apples be regulated by 
law subject to inspection that will protect both seller and buyer. At present 
the purchaser hns to take great risks in large orders owing to tile lack of 
definite rnles as to the classification of apples in point of finality mid value. 


If the state would offer some encouragement in 
this 
direction 
the 


apple production might soon be doubled. While some of the speakers at the 
Grange meetings have touched upon this they have seldom impressed upon 
She farmers the great possibilities of scientific apple culture right here in 
Massachusetts. There is a great deal of waste land that might easily be 
used for apple orchards at a comparatively light expense.

attempted to make his escape,' The 
windows In the room are screened on 
the inside with heavy wire, but 
the 


young 'man, who suddenly became In- 
furiated, tore one of the screens' down 
as if it was so-much paper. 
He'then 


made, a drive and •- was • half 
way 


through the windo.w. when his grand- 
father, who was in -the room with him, 
grabbed him and succeeded in holding 
:>n to him until a'number of police offi- 
cers rushed to his assistance. 


The young man, jvho ' belongs to a 
very respectable 'family, 
had 
been 


drinking of late and for .tho past few 
days he had acted very ..strangely. His 
relatives 
thought it advisable to have 


him examined as .to his sanity and 
early this morning he was brought to 
the police station and .placed in one of 
the detention rooms. 


Shortly before ten o'clock Dr. Ben- 


ner, the alienist, arrived'and'.had the 
man transferred to "what is known as 
the emergency .room. 
This room is 


used by the doctors in examining.pa- 
tients and also in attending 
to 
the 


wounds of. any person who .may have 
me.t with an accident and taken to the 
police station. 
.

In the room with Dr. Benner and the 


young man was the latter's 
grand- 


father. 
During the course of the ex- 


amination 'Dr. Benner had occasion to 
eave the room and taking the Key 
:rom the Inside of the door placed^'it 
on the outside and closed the door, 
}ut neglected to. lock it. 


The patient, with 
the 
cleverness 


which is often times-displayed by In- 
sane people, rushed to the door and 
Bulling the key from the outside o 
the door placed It on the inside and 
closing the door turned the 
key anc 
ocked it. 


The young man then made a rush 


'or one of the windows and 
despite 


the fact that there: are two heavy locks 
on the screen he pulled the screen froir 
'ts fastenings. 
After he had succeeded 


n getting the screen 
unfastened 
he 


stepped back several feet and 
then 


made a running dive for 
the 
closec 


window. 


The young: man's' grandfather, who 


was dazed for a few seconds by the ac- 
.ions of the patient, recovered suffi- 
ciently at this time to realize that the 
•oung man was trying to escape anc 
vhcn the latter stepped back ready to 
plunge through the window the elderlj 
nan grabbed him, but not before he 
vas through the window. 


Tho old man, on the inside, hung onti 


he clothing, of the young man who 
vas on the outside of the window. 


Shouting: at -the top of his voice th 


elderly man soon succeeded in attract- 
ng a number of policemen nnd other 
Jfflclals. 
While some ran to the door 


cadmg- from .the. guard room to the 
mergeney room others rushed around 
0 the rear of tho building. '

hey found that the door was locked 
m the inside and for several minutes

As soon as the insane man was pull- 


d through the window with the as- 
Islnnce of the grandfather the latter 
mlockcd the door and the officers en- 
ered. 


Supt. Welch attracted by the com- 


•notion rushed into the room and when 
he young man saw the superintendent 
IB rushed up to him and said: "They're 
r.ying-to electrocute me. For 
God's 


ake, don't.let them," 


The, superintendent tried to calm the 
oung man, but the latter kept iusist- 
ng that the doctors were 
trying 
to 


leetrocute him. 
It is thought that 


•wine to the condition of 
the youn 


nan's mind that the sight of the oper- 
ting (able, tools, etc., and 
screened 


vimlows caused him to think that he 
as about to be electrocuted.

them 


permanently. It is a movement that has vast possibilities for good. That 
is .what Canada has been doing for her immigrants for years. Had our 
state government attempted anything of this kind the results would have 
been '.astonishing. Tlio success of such a movement must ultimately result 
in the location of immigrants npon farms nfter a trial that will prove their 
earnestness and honesty.. 


Something of the land is needed to direct the stream of immigration 


to the farms instead of to the factory cities -where on nn average one 
operative can produce more than fifteen can consume.

ATHLETICS 
AND 
STUDY. 


Again the officials of Harvard .discuss intercollegiate sports, par- 


ticularly, baseball and football. 
The universities should lessen the danger 


of such sporis nnd iaboo all dishonorable tactics by

games are 


unfairly won. It is quite likely that improvements of 
some

will 


eventually be adopted to eliminate not only the dangerous but also the dis- 
agreeable features of college athletics.

APPLE CULTURE NEGLECTED. 


The Boston chamber of commerce recently appointed a committee on 


agriculture, the first duty of which was to show thu New England farmer 
how to make more money from the land he tills. The committee 
has 


reported upon the single item of apples, showing that by n better method 
of cultivation the product tnaj1 be greatly increased. The committee is of 
the" opinion that not only the home market of New England may be supplied 
but also to a great extent the demand of the export market. 


Different methods of culture and spraying must be adopted to secure 


the best results. 
There is here in this single crop in the opinion of the 


committee a great source of wealth that is largely neglected. The'crop, it 
is true, is rather precarious, being subject to 
pests 
and 
occasionally 


rendered very light by unfavorable weather. Bui averaging one year with 
another the committee finds that tho profits from apple culture arc well 
worth seeking and that the apple crop has been sadly neglected in the pnst. 


There is a demand from Vermont, where more attention is paid to the 


jipple crop than in this state, that the packing of apples be regulated by 
law subject to inspection that will protect both seller nnd buyer. At present 
the purchaser has to take great risks in large orders owing to tho lack of 
definite rules as to the classification of apples in point of quality and value. 


If the state would offer some encouragement in 
this 
direction 
the 


apple production might soon bn doubled. While some of tho speakers at tho 
Grange meetings have touched upon this they have seldom impressed upon 
the farmers the great possibilities of scientific apple culture right here in 
Massachusetts. There is a great deal of waste land that might easily be 
used for apple orchards at a comparatively light, expense.

tration will endeavor to place the re- 
sponsibility for the failure of the Taf 
railroad legislation. To Sen. Aldrich 
over the telephone Mr. Taft is said t 
have expressed himself emphatically tt 
this effect: That he Initiated the meas- 
ure and advocated it throughout tho 
country in the form in which it

reported to the senate and If a com- 
bination of "insurgents" and democrats 
rendered It impossible for the republi-
